teaspoonful of vory finely chopped 
parsely, and tho juice of half a lem- 
on Beat to a cream with a fork, 
and set away in a cool place till 
needed, 

Sweet Pickled Peaches.—Seven Ibs. 
Peaches, pared; four pounds white 
Sugar; one pint strong vinogar; Mace, 
cinnamon and cloves. Pare peaches. 
Put into the kettle with alternate 
layers of sugar. Heat slowly to A 
boil; add the vinegar and spice; boil 
five minutes; take out the poaches 
with oa perforated skimmer and 
spread upon dishes to cool. Boil 
the syrup thick; pack the fruit in 
glass jars and pour the syrup on 
boiling hot. Examine every few 
days for the first month, and should 
it show signs of fermenting, set the 
jars (uncovered) in a kettle of water 
and feat until the contents aro 
scalding. 

Chili Sauce.—Thirty-six large, ripe, 
sound tomatoes chopped. (This is a 
heaping peck.) Six red peppers; if 
Very large, four. Six large, sound 
onions. Four level tablespoonfuls of 
salt. Eight tablespoonfuls of sug- 
ar; two teaspoontuls each of ground 
gingor, cloves, allspico and cinnamon; 
one-fourth of a level teaspoonful of 
cayenne pepper; one grated nutmeg; 
eight teacups of good vinegar. Put 
the vinegar into the vessel in which 
you intend to cook it—preferably 
granite—add sugar ond salt, and as 
the juice of the tomatoes inconven- 
jences the chopping process, pour it 
off into this vinegar, or pour the 
tomatoes into a flat sifter; then, 
when the juice has been drained off, 
continue in the sifter with a large 
dish under it to make it firm. Cook 
all together until it is thoroughly 
done, which will be about the time 
most of the juice and vinegar have 
cooked out. This makes about threo 
quarts. Put in air-tight jars and 
keep in cool cellar. If made for 
Sununer use I often keep a jar in the 
refrigerator. If for winter, put up 
as late as you can get good toma- 
toes. 

Roll Jelly Gake.—One and one-Half 
scant cups of granulated sugar. 
Three-quarters of a cup of flour 
(scant). One teasuoonful of vanilla. 
Two teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 
One teaspoonful of water. Three eggs. 
Beat whites separately and fold in 
last. Bake in large square pan fif- 
‘teen minutes, Turn owt on a towel; 
spread with any kind of jelly and 
roll, 

‘Pie Crust.—One cup of lard; one 
teaspoonful of salt; one quart of 
flour. 
and salt, and add just enough iced 
Water to knead nicely. 

Lemon Filling.—One cup of boiling | 
water; two eggs; two tablespoons of 
Corn starch; one-half cup of water; 
set in a kettle of water and boil un- 
til thoroughly done, 

German Potato Dumplings.—Twelve 
large boiled and grated potatoes; 
one-half loaf of roasted bread 
crumbs; six eggs (not necessary to 
be beaten.) A pinch of salt (gener- 
ous); one small cupful of flour, Work 
all together, form into round balls 
about the size of Ping-pong balls, 
roll them in flour, boil in a deep ket- 
tle in plenty of water with two tab- 
lespoontuls of galt in it. Boil until 
they swim—or about twenty to thir- 
ty minutes, Drain and dry them in 
the oven. They are delicious noxt 
day, sliced and fried in butter. 

Sweet Cider Jelly.—Ono quart of 
aweet cider, one qt. sugar. Heat the 
cider to boiling point in your kettle, 
also heat sugar in oven. When cider 
is ready to boil add sugar; let boil 
again and skim, then boil until, by 
cooling a little, you find it golid 
enough when pour into tumblers,

TO REMOVE STAINS, 


For soot on carpets, where it has 
been dropped from the stovepipe or 
chimnoy, sprinkle freely with salt, 
then sweep it up lightly. 
Por grease-spots on carpets, lay a 
heavy blotting-paper over the spots, 
then iron with a hot iron. ‘his 
may not be a success where the spots 
are very large and have been allowed 
to remain too long, and in such 
cases apply plentifully and faithfully 
dry buckwheat flour; never put liquid 
on such spots, 
If a carpet has seen hard service 
and is badly soiled, brighten and 
clean by sponging the surface or rub- 
bing with a solution of ammonia, 
borax, and water in the proportion 
of about one tablespoonful of liquid 
ammonia and an equal quantity of 
powdered borax to one quart of 
water. Clean one small placo thor- 
oughly and dry well with a soft fian- 
nel before another is touched, 
To clean smoky marble, brush 
paste of chloride of lime 
over the surface, 
Grease-spots can be removed by ap- 
plying a pasto of crude potash and 
Whiting in the same manner. 
Ripe tomatoes will remove ink and 
some other stains from white cloth 
also from the hands. 
Yor fruit-stains, let the spotted 
part absorb a little water without 
dipping it, then hold the stained part 
over two or three lighted brimstone 
matches at a prudent distance. 
For iron-rust, use lemon-juice and 
salt or starch spread upon the spots, 
and repeat if necessary, A better 
way is to have salts of lemon pre- 
pared and ready in a bottle. Dis- 
Solve in water enough to cover, and | 
moisten the spot with this. It will} 
not rot the articles, When dry, wash} 
in clear water. 
For mildew, soak the article in 
sour milk, and lay in the sunshine 
to dry; or dip the article in a solu- 
tion of one part of chloride of lime! 
and twelve parts of water (strained) 
and lay in the sunshine. Repeat if 
necessary. As soon as white, rinse 
thoroughly.

And in half an hour the wounded 
officer, pausing only when the pain 
of his right knee, wounded by the 
bursting of a Japanese shell, and 
from which the splinters Had not 
yet been removed, became too keen, 
narrated to mo the following events: 

“T can give my testimony that, 

when the two prisoners were brought 
into the little room of-the Ohinese 
fansa, transformed into a courtroom 
by the Harbin council] of war, both 
the judges and the public—the latter 
composed almost exclusively of of- 
ficers—could not avoid manifesting 
openly their enthusiastic admiration 
for them. 
‘“‘And indeed, those men were actu- 
ated by the most noble sentiments; 
they had resolved, as patriots, to 
make use of any means to assure vic- 
tory to their side, and, us soldiers, 
under superior orders, they went to 
mect certain death. 

“The trial took the ordinary 
course; the arguments on either side 
offered nothing of interest, the pris- 
oners having loudly, and not with- 
out patriotic pride, assumed the re- 
sponsibility of the crime of which 
they were accused. 

“They gave their names and their 
titles without the slightest tremor of 
tthe voice:

At othor times they will for- 
sake a strong position at the first 
shot, and thousands will prowl 
round a camp at night, shouting 
grotesquely, but too timid to make 
a dotormined attack against a vast- 
Ty outnumpercd enemy. 

This uncertainty of our senomy may 
e accounted for to some extent by 
‘the fact that wo are often opposed 
by the same levios, which would im- 
ply that theirs is largely the courage 
of ignorance. Yot in tho faco of the 
fighting at. Palla, and Niani, and 
Gyangtso Jong, this is evidontly no 
fair estimate of the Tibctan spirit. 

HOW THEY CAME, 


The men who stood in the broach 
at Gyangtse, in that hell of shrapnel 
and Maxim and riflo bullets, and 
dropped down stonos on our Gurkhas 
as they climbed the wall, met death 
knowingly, and were not terrified by 
the resources of modern science in 
war, the magic, the demons, the un- 
secn messongers of death. 

But the men who attacked the 
Kang-ma post—what parallel have 
we in history for these? 

They had been sent from Lihassa 
by the Karo-la. Here the band di- 
vided at the junction of the roads. 
Half went to Gyangtse to reinforce 
the Jong; half to Kang-ma with or- 
ders to destroy all the posts between 
Phari and the front. Their spiritual 
masters accompanied them to sco 
that they did their work well. 

They came by night many miles 

over steep mountain clifis and rovky 
ravines, perhaps silently, with detor- 
mined purposo, weighing the odds; 
or, maybe, boastfully with song and 
Jest, saying, ‘“‘We will steal in upon 
these English before dawn and slay 
them in their pe Then we will 
hold the fort and “kill all who come 
near.” 
‘They came in the grey before dawn 
and hid in a gully beside our camp. 
At five the reveille sounded, and the 
sontry left the bastions. Then they 
sprang up and rushed, sword in 
hand, their rifles slung behind their 
backs, at the wall, 

The wholo attack was directed on 
the south-east front, an unscaleablo 
wall of solid masonry, with bastions 
nt each corner four foet thick and 
ton fect high.

the usual preliminaries, he said ; 

“TIT was encamped on the 19 of 
June, and from that time on, we had 
drilla and manoeuvres not at all dif- 
ferent from the standing army. When 
I was in the latter the infantry 
marched seventeen miles a day at the 
most, However, that is now chang- 
ed to thirty miles a day, and wo 
jmake this march regularly once ao 
week, At first we were much fati- 
gued, but gradualy our logs are get- 
ting to be very strong and we are 
not so easily tired out. 

“We are also obliged to sleep in 
the open air several times a week to 
harden us for the campaign to come. 
Our knapsacks weigh thirty-five 
piculs and our rifles twelve piculs, 
and other things, including water, 
make our equipment very heavy. If 
We use anything out of the knap- 
sack to mako it lighter, we are ob- 
liged immediately to put in small 
stones to bring it up to the usual 
Weight, 

“Day before yesterday wo had a 
sham battle with the Third Regiment 
and did very well, 

“Yesterday from the main camp, 
came the order to examine again all 
the men called out in May to seo if 
they were fit for service. We volun- 
teered in a body to go to the front, 
and you can imagine the noise and 
tumult that prevailed for a time. 
“From the Second Regiment they 
have taken 300 men, and from my 
company -thirty-four, As the com- 
pany's war strength Is 808 men T am 
very fortunate to be one of the 
THIRTY-FOUR CHOSEN TO GO. 
“We have received our uniforms 
and are ready to start when the or- 
der arrives. If such an order does 
not come this month, we are off to 
Ichinomiya, in Joshi province, for 
swimming oxercise, so there is no 
rest for us anywhere. Only this I 
tell you now. When I get to tho 
front I will report again.” 

The old Major who translated the 
letter said that one could see from 
the severity of the soldier’s training, 
How they were able continually to 
surprise their adversaries, 

“For instance,’’ said he. ‘‘When 
we are going to attack we go into 
camp ten miles away from the  en- 
emy and, of course, they are not an- 
xious, thinking they will begin to 
worry when we come up; and tho 
next day we attack, 

‘“‘Also our troops move so raptily 
that we can turn the flank of the 
enemy with such swiftness as to 
make them believe reinforcements 
have arrived, when in reality, they 
are thie same men that were facing 
them a short time before.” 

Around the battle of Nanshan clus- 
ter most of the stories and anec- 
dotes that come to ‘Tokio. Many 
battles have been fought since then, 
and more important; but that one 
stands unique in the hearts of the 
people, perhaps because at least 
three regiments went into battle 
with no thought or hope of return, 
having been fully and bravely  pre- 
pared for the sacrifice months before 
—a most extraordinary thing in war- 
fare, says the military attaches from 
other countries Now one has only 
to say he was in the battle of Nan- 
shan to be eagerly listened to and 
made much of, 

An American woman, visiting the 
military hospital in Tokio, talked 
with one of the wounded from this 
battle. She tells the 
soldier's story as he told it to her 


IN HIS MOTHER TONGUE, 


“The thought that I would never 
come back to my native country as 
I was going out to fight for her was 
what first came to my mind. ‘Tho 
second thought brought the hope 
that fate might be kind to me and 
that I might return in safety with 
the regimental flag. But IT never 
dreamed that I would be sent back 
in the middle of the war, and that 
is why I am so very ashamed to re- 
ceive such kind nursing and friendly 
visits. 
“In the bloody battle of Nanshan 
the wounded on our side were 60 
nuincrous that we could not all be 
carried away at once, I was shot 
in the right eye and fell unconscious. 
I was left there about five hours, and 
during that time I was _ severely 
trampled by our soldiers, 
“When I came to myself, every 
time I saw the soldiers carrying lit- 
ters or hoard their steps I begyed 
them to take me to the temporary 
bandaging place; but in vain, as they 
told me I must wait my turn, At 
last I asked them to lead me there, 
as I did not need to be carried, and 
I followed them in blindness and ex- 
hauation

MORE WOMEN TAKE DRUGS 


HABIT IS RAPIDLY INCREAS- 
ING IN ENGLAED. 


Use of Cocaine is Spreading— 
Habit Learned in Den- 
tist’s Chair. 


The prevalence of the drug habit is 
stated to be increasing among wom- 
London to-day who takes enough co- 
caine are being used in increasing 
quantities. There ig a woman in 
London to-day who takes enough co‘ 
caine in a week to kill six persons 
unused to the drug. She is young 
and has been strikingly handsome, 
and her name is not unknown in the 
higher circles of society. She takes 
hydrochloride of cocaine in quanti- 
ties of half an ounce a day. In an 
‘ordinary person half an ounce taken 
in one day would undoubtedly pro- 
duce utter collapse, and probably 
death, 

Yet in this particular case the drug 
has been taken for two or three 
years, and so deadened has the wo- 
man’s system become to its effects 
that every week sces a minute  in- 
crease of the dose. 

PUT 11’ ON GUMS, 


Her mode of taking the drug is pe- 
culiar, Instead of injecting the drug, 
she runs the solution on her gums 
with her finger. In this way it is 
rapidly absolved into the system. 
Dentists sometimes apply cocoaine to 
tho gums hofore oporating upon a 
tooth, and it is believed that it was 
an experience of this sort that prom- 
pted the person in question to turn 
to the drug. 

The chemist who related the de- 
tails of the case was able to’ give 
numerous similar instances. Ho has 
practiced for many years not far 
from Oxford Circus, and believes 
that in the West End there is a 
greater traffic in drugs than in any 
other part of England. 

“Ninety per cent. of the victims of 
the habit are women’’ he said, ‘‘and 
all of them are fashionable people. 

“The maximum dose of morphia in 
the bimeconate solution of 1 in 100 
is half a teaspoonful. One well- 
known Woman, a regular customer of 
mine, consumes the astounding quan- 
tity of 8 grs. every day of her life. 

“She always carries the solution 
with her in a blue bottle labelled 
‘poison,’ from which she drinks reck- 
lessly. On severaf occasions she has 
created alarm by drinking from the 
bottle in the street and in a rail- 
way carriage. 

CARRIES ANTIDOTE, 


“Occasionally she has miscalculated 
and now always carries, a bottle of 
strychnine, the antidote to morphia, 
in order to ‘‘pull herself round’ when 
she takes an overdose. 

“Once a slave to drink she com- 
menced the drug habit by taking tin- 
cture of opium to satisfy the craving 
for spirits. his, however, had the 
effect of staining tho skin, and she 
consequently turned to cocaine, and 
then to morphia, 

“A woll-known lady of title is also 
a regular customer. Every week her 
carriage drives up, an appointinent 
having been previously made by let- 
ter. She takes hypodermic cocaine 
tablets which are dissolved in water 
and used as a subcutaneous injection, 
She always comes in person, and 
will not allow her footinan to enter 
the shop. 

RAPIDLY

drug habit is in the form of ‘eyo

THE CZAR’S WAR. 


Tho only people from whom an at- 
thentic opinion is obtainable are the 
officials. The mass has no opinion— 
only fears and hopes; the Socialists 
are too diffuse and irresponsible for 
any one of them to claim to repre- 
sent the views of the others. But 
the officials are the compactest, nar- 
rowest, most unanimous class in the 
world, and they think, believe, and 
can construe in the completest ortho- 
doxy.

With all his glit- 
ter and polish, his command of lan- 
guages and cosmopolitanism, his 
hardihood and his fatalism, the best 
of Russians, in his patrotic and na- 
tional relations, is a king-worship- 
per as convinced and abject as tho 
merest flunkey. They trusted the 
men in power, the czar and those 
about him, simply because distrust 
is contrary to their instinct. ‘They 
belioved in this war because great 
men made it, and it is the czar’s 
war, And here you have fortune, 
fate, providenco—whatever you call it 
}—fighting with the czar’s onemies, 
crumpling up Russian armies, push- 
ing back Russian frontiers, smashing 
sinking and capturing Russian ships, 
It pulls the throne from under their 
divinity, strips the gilt from their 
idols, fogs and obscures their idoals, 
And it cannot be taken as an inci- 
dent or an accident, as the sinking 
of the Petropavloyvsk was. It is

HOW TIBETANS MAKE TEA, 


tizing, But Natives Are 
Fond of It. 


Tea forms one of the principal ar- 
ticles of comanerce throughout Tibet 
and Mongolia. ‘The native is miser= 
able without it, and when it cannot 
be obtained is willing to cheat hime 
self by various expedients, such as 
boiling dried onion heads, herbs, or 
even an infusion of chips of wood 
in water, in order that he may nob 
be, at least, without a suggestion of 
his favorite beverage. The tea Imported 
from China is pressed-jnto small ob- 
long shaped bricks, made up into 
cases of nine bricks securely sewed 
in rawhide, and not only is used as 
a beverage, but in fact forms a staple 
of currency as negotiable as Bank of 
England notes. 

The native method of preparing, 
this delicacy is not appetizing. The 
tea is first ground to a fine powder 
by vigorously pounding it in a more 
tar until no splints of wood or othen 
impurities are visible to the eye 
it is then put into the kettlo whem 
the water is hot, to boil ten or fil- 
teen minutes. By way of giving ine 
creased flavor salt or soda is added, 
and this part of the operation being 
completed the all-important business 
of drinking it commences, F 

The family being gathered round — 
the fire of yak-dung, in order that 
atmosphere, as the painters would 
say, should not be lacking, each one 
draws from some hidden recess in tho 
folds of his voluminous sheepskin 
cont a little wooden bowl ond with 
a satisfaction which must be seen to 
be appreciated fills his private dish 
with the liquid. All this, however, 
is by way of preliminary, From @ 
skinful of butter, placed within con- 
venient Yvange, each person takes 
a plece of oleaginous compound and 
lets it melt into his howl of steam« 
ing tea, Then, or, joy! Oh, rapturel 
with furtive grasp he draws the nec- 
tar to his lips and ‘heaven 18 opene 
ed unto him!’” - 
The bowl is again filled, into tho 
steaming liquid he throws a handful 
of tsamba (parched barley meal), 
and drawing forth the soddon lump 
works it into a ball of brown dough 
with a deft movement of his left 
hand, and successively bites off piec= 
ea of this delicacy and drinks — hig 
buttered tea until the visible supply 
hos vanished, when, in order that p

HOW EDAM CHEESE IS MADE. 


In North Holland, on the west 


shore of the Zuyder Zee, is the city 


of Edam. The men wear wide flow- 
ing trousers, wooden shoes and 
coats of the Tuxedo pattern.

FARM BUTTER MAKING. _ 


A wise use of even the most ini ue 
airy implements will im 

sure better rcsults than can be ob- 3 
tained by careless work, even though 


The first principle to be inculeated is 
perfect cleanliness. We must have 
clean cows, clean milkers and clean — 
stables. Very many of our farmers’ _ 
wives are hindered by conditions 
that make successful dairying im- 
possible. With some, the milk room 
or cellar has not as good ventila- 
tion or drainage as it should have, 
consequently the impurities are com- 
municated to tte milk and cream, — 
which are quick to absorb gascs. 
The room should be for milk only 
and not a place in which a miscellan- — 
eous assortment from soap fat to 
onions is kept. It should be clean, 
cool and airy in summer and Warm

the milk is set in crocks, they should 
be glazed, as impurities are apt to, 
collect. If cans are used, it is well 
to go over the scams ocemsionally: 
with a clean cloth and some sharp _, 
implement, as a table fork, for scams — 
have a tendency to retain any stray 
substance. Milk utensils should not 
be put to other uses. After being — 
cleansed they should be tinsed in a 
solution of lime and water and after- 
wards exposed to the sun and air. 
Do not wait for the milk to become 
cumiled before skimming, and upon 
making an addition to the cream al- 
ready collected, stir well so that all — 
may ripen evenly. If the amount 
cream necessary for a churning 
be collected at about the same time — 
the butter will be of better flavor or 
fuality, for if cream stands too long, — 
the flavor of the butter will be in- — 
jured, Should cream become moldy, 
as it is certain to do if left in warm 
or damp rooms, better give it to the 
pigs than use it. . a 
In summer, if the cream is warmer 
than 60 degrees, reduce by placing in 
cold water, unless other means are 
used, Cut the butter with the blade. 
Do uot mash and smear it, th 
breaking tlie globules. Wash in co! 
water and salt at the rate of 1 
ounces to the pound, The result! 
ghould be sweet and wholesome bu 
ter.

Last Two Years in the -States

_ Some of the more serious of these 
accidents occurred upon railroads 
Whose oflicers have frequently boasted 
that such things could not happen on 
their perfectly managed roads. 
Official figures showing the total 
deaths in 1908 are given in the last

It was the day before Christmas, 
1903, that the Duquesne limited, on 
the Baltimore and Ohio road, crowd- 
ed with passengers, rounding a curve 
near Connellsvillo, Pa., ran into 
some heavy timbers that had fallen 
from a freight train ahead. The lim- 
ited was running sixty miles an 
hour, and its cars were telescoped. 
Seventy lives were lost, most of the 
victims being scalded to death by 
escaping steam.

Experience Indicates That They

Roller Bearings. 


ing Tested. 


The old friends of Mr. Jobn Kincaid 
in this vicinity will read with pleas- 
ure the following taken from a recent 
stie of the Vancouver ‘* Daily News- 
Adyertiser,” referring to his wonder- 
ful invention of roller bearings.

A company has been formed under the 
title of the International Roller Bear- 
ings Company, to take up the manu- 
facture of them, and it is possible that 
the rights may be disposed of to East- 
ern capitalists, as negotiations are now 
in progress: 

here have been roller hearings on 
the market, but the advantage in the 
Kincaid is the double one, It is an 
ingenious contrivance, and itis claim- 
ed that they areas near to absolutely 
frictionless as it is possible to bring 
them Those who have knowledge of 
mechanics can realize what this means, 
In eyery case where machinery is 
used, railways, steamers, etc., and in 
those instances where the heaviest is 
in operation, the problems of power 
and friction will be simplified. Ball 
bearings revolutionised machinery, 
and made bicycles a useful machine, 
but roller bearings are as much ahead 
ot ball bearings as the latter were 
over the primitive method. 

_ Experts who haye inspected Mr. 
Kincaid’s invention are enthusiastic 
over its possibilities, as 40 per cent. of 
power may be saved as slight initial 
cost, The manufacture has been con- 
ducted in a small way, and improve- 
ments made from time to time, until 
they are as perfect as mechanical 
skill and practical application can 
devise,

Durability of Oil Soaked Shingles. 


The question of roofing farm build- 
ings is becoming a serious one through- 
out the country. When the old- 
fashioned split cedar shingles could be 
made at home or bought for a low 
peices roofing was a simple matter so 
‘ar as expense was concerned, but now 
that wooden shingles are both expen- 
siveand uninduring, those who prefer 
to use wooden shingles haye to face a 
somewhat serious matter. It is pos- 
sible, however, to extend the durabili- 
ty of a shingle roof by dipping the 
shingles in hot oil or tar before laying 
them. Correspondents of the 
Breeder's Gazette have recently given 
their experience with oiled and tarred 
shingles. 

Mr. W. C. Baum, of Ohio, writes :— 
**My father has a single roof that was 
put on in 1858, the shingles having 
been dipped in boiling tar, and it is in 
good shape yet. It was re-tarred 
about 25 years ago.” 

Mr. Alex. Shank, another Ohio far- 
mer, says he is unable to tell how long 
ashingle roof will last if dipped in 
boiling linseed oil. He then tells 
about a barn the shingles of which 
were dipped in boiling coal tar and 
have been on for 24 years and are in 
good shape yet. To all appearances 
they will stund the weather 20 years

FROM PASTURE TO DRY LAND. 


Farmers are how up against™—this 
proposition, the best method of get- 
ting cows from pasture to winter 
conditions, or changing from green to 
dry feed. Leaving silage out of the 
discussion and speaking to those who 
do not have it, the vast majority, as 
they are the ones who literally change 
from succulent feed to dry, the first! 
thing to do is to state the rules 
which must goverr—rules taught by 
the general experience of dairy farm- 
ers. 

All feeding changes must be gradu- 
al. An abrupt change disturbs the 
digestive machinery and always caus- 
es loss, Not only should it be gra- 
dual, but graduated; that is, the 
change should not be from one feed 
to a totally different one, but inter- 
mediate steps should be taken. If 
We propose to feed something entire- 
ly different in nature and composi- 


tion there should be a connecting 
link. In other words, rather than 
change from pasture grass to hay, 


there should be aw intermediate feed

The feed should be of a kind easily 
grown on the farm, and economical- 
ly produced.

It is 
therefore in a class with pasture 
grass while green, and gradually 
changes to a diy fodder as the sea- 
son progresses. It may be sweet 
corn, dent, or flint. Tlint corn 
comes ecarliest and is useful to sup- 


plement the pasture before there is 
any call to cRange from green to 
dry feed. Sweet corn is palatable 


and is eaten up clean, and is better 
for fall feod than for winter, as it 
contains tco much water for satisfac- 
tory feeding in zero weather.

THREE MILLION FRANCS AS 
PETTICOAT LINING. 


Money Found in Statuettes—Where 
a Hunchback Kept His 
Wealth. 


It was only a few weeks since M. 
Boussigue, a Parisian, discovered & 
nice littlo treasure concealed in one 
of the very last places where he 
would have expected to find it. He 
had inherited from an aunt a small 
statuette to which he attached very 
little value, but which nevertheless 
he placed as an ornament in one of 
his rooms. As luck would ‘have it, 
his maid in dusting the statuette one 
day dropped it on the floor and pres 
to!.out rolled from its hollow inter- 
jor a package which on examination 
proved to contain notes of the value 
of 11,000 francs, as well as a costly 
diamond ring. 
This is by no means the only oc- 
casion on which a statue has been 
made to serve the purposes of a 
bank, <A few years ago an art-col- 
lector of Kharkoff, in Russia, pur- 
chased a statue of the Apollo Belve- 
dere, of which he was very proud. 
One day, his children, when playing, 
upset the statuo and broke it beyond 
all possibility of repair. The father, 
when he saw his prized statuto in 
fragments, was furious; but consola- 
tion came to him in a most unexpected 
form, for on examining the fragments 
he found concealed in a hollow limk 
a roll of Russian bank-notes of the 
value of 3,000 roubles. With the 
notes was a memorandum by a Che- 
valier Prokheroff, dated 1848, to the 
effect that the concealed money was 
the fruit of gambling, and that it 
was his intention to use it in the 
BUILDING OF A CILURCH. 
A still more curious hiding-place 
for treasure was that chosen by Pere 
Antoine, « hunchback beggar who 
used to hang about the church doors 
of Paris soliciting alms. When the 
hunchback died, ‘his nephew applied 
to the uuthorities demanding that a 
post-mortem examination should be 
made. The request was granted, 
with the result that it was found the 
hunch was false, and that in its 
fraudulent interior were stored the 
beggar’s savings, amounting to 96,- 
000 francs. Pere Antoine, it was 
also discovered, was an ex-convict, 
who owed his freedom to tho influ- 
ence of a well-known deputy.

There was considerable method in 
the parismony of an old lady who, 
wherever she went, carried with her 
an old box, apparently full of odd 
pieces of scrap-iron,. Tho box was a 
subject of jest and ridiculo among 
her neighbors; but the old lady 
could afford to smile at their jokes, 
for it was, in fact, the most valu- 
uble box anywhere in the district.

BEAUTIFUL INSECT EGGS. 


Many Are Covered With a Wond- 
erful Decoration, 


Nature yields a boundless variety of 
combinations and devices, useful in 
thousands of ways and as a rule her 
beautics are only hidden from those 
who will not make the effort to see 
them, writes Dr. Richard Kerr. 
But when we turn to the micro- 
scopic forms of life we are astonished 
that s0 much beauty should be ac- 
corded to objects 60 small and so ap- 
parently unimportant, and we marvel 
at the loveliness hidden in a anore 
speck and only made visible by a 
powerful magnifier, 
Leuwenhoek states that in three 
months a single house fly can pro- 
duce 746,496 eggs; and Linnaeus, cal- 
culating on the voracity of the hun- 
gry offspring of a fly, states that, in 
warm clitnates, three flys destroy the 
dead body of a horse as quickly ag a 
ljon, 
According to Sir Richard Owen, it 
requires nineteen figures to express 
the numerical ofispring of a single ap- 
his in the tenth generation. Notwith- 
standing the extraordinary fecundity 
of insects, their eggs are marvels of 
beauty. But to our limited vision 
the human eye only sees the genoral 
shape and color of these tiny objects. 
Let them be viewed with the aid of a 
miscrope, and at once their delicate

\lasses candy. She calls her wares by

Each kind of butterfly or other’ in- 
sect has its own special form of egg 
so distinctly marked that an entomo- 
logist should “be able to name the 
insect by merely seeing its egg. The 
eggs of butterflies may be frozen in a 
block of ice and yet hatched as if no- 
thing unusual had occurred. Were 
it otherwise a severe winter would 
bring about the destruction and. ex- 
tinction of hosts ofthese creatures. 
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CRIME IN IRELAND. 


Figures for the Past Year Show 
a Decline. 


The ‘‘state of Ireland’ as judged 
by the amount of crime in 19038, 
bears very favorable comparison with 
anything recorded in recent years. 
The exdct figures are given in the 
usual detail in the volume of Irish 
Criminal Statistics issued as a Blue 
Book, 

Yrom this it appears that the tot- 
al number of indictable offences in 
Treland, which had fallen from 9,003 
in 1901 to 8,736 in 1902, rose to 
9,137 in 1908, ‘his represents an 
increase of 1.5 per cent. as compared 
with 1901, and of 4.6 per cent. as 
compared with 1902, The rate re- 
presented by such crimes was, how- 
ever, only 2 per 1,000 of the estima- 
ted population, 

On the other hand, the number of 
persons procecded against for  non- 
indictable offences was 5,047 
than in the year 1902 and 22,236 
under the average for the ten years 
1898-1902, The chief decrease in 
the noneindictable offences, as com- 
pared with 1902, was in cases, of 
drunkenness. 

Offences against tho person fell 
from 800 in 1899,, to 681 in 19095, 
to 651 in 1901, to 650 in 1902 and 
to 614 in 19038, 

Offences against property with vio-

Soft voiced, gentle 
and dignified, er thoughtfulness and 
hospitality surpassed any I liave met 
with elsewhere, while her courtesy 
was perfect. 

She dressed always in the most 
exquisitely tinted gowns of native fa- 
shion, soft grays and blues and helio- 
tropes, with inner kimono of white, 
a single jewel at her girdle clasp. 
Yet she wisely adopted foreign dress 
for her boys and the youngest girl, 
reserving the gorgeous of softest silks 
for the elder one, who is the ideal of 
a Japanese maiden, with the added 
culture of European training.

SOCIABLE BUT SUPERSTITIOUS,.

In the town of Schramberg, in 
the Black Forest, there is an alarm- 
clock which warned sleepers it was 
time to get up when Charles II. was 
King of England—it was made in 
16sU, and is an ingenious piece of 
workmanship. In form it resembles 
a lantern in which is a lighted candle, 
the wick of which is automatically 
clipped every minute by a pair of 
scissors. ‘The candle is slowly pushed 
upward by a spring. which also con- 
trols the mechanism of the clock; 
and at the required hour of waking 
an alarm is sounded, and at the same 
time the movable sides of the lan- 
tern fall. and the room is flooded 
with light.

The po found, however, 
that the Huskics siceped in Su- 
perstition to an amazing degree, and 
hold in the highest reverence their 
!medicing men. ‘They treat all dis 
easo by the beating of drums and 
seek to drive away evil spirits by 
the most hilarious incantations, They 
have a primitive method of marriage 
however, that is much more formal 
than the Indians. They promise be- 
fore their medicine men to live to- 
gether. This is the only ceremony, 
but it is respected. These people ac- 
quire knowledge rapidly from _ the 
American traders, and some of them 
can read and write English. 

Constable Gilpin says the most ex- 
traordinary contrast exists in. the 
physical proportions of the two 
sexes. The men are powerfully 
built, but the women are scarcely 
hal their size. The posse met four 
distinct tribes of these Huskies, the 
most remote being the Mazinpers, 
away over on the Siberian coast. 
Each tribe is distinguished by his 
tattooing and the most artistic skill 
is exercised in these devices. One 
tribe carries marks on the forehead, 
others on the right or left cheek, 
and still others have their necks 
painted. A natural die from the 
berries is manufactured of a most 
enduring  chavacter. Some | have 
their lips pierced and fish bones 
thrust througli them. - Most of these 
natives can understand~such English 
words as are necessary to carry on 
trade with the whites. They are 
very honest and are trusted from 
year by year by the Americans. 'They 
keop a rude account with teeth of 
wild animals and pebbles.

He 
was a poor man, and every day for 
three years he set: apart-o portion of 
his daily bread, which, by a pracess 
of which he would not divulge the se- 
cret, he was able to make as hard 
as metal and insoluble in water; and 
from these fragments of bread he con- 
structed his clocl, : 

More ingenious still is a M. Le 
Boullat, of Coutances, who seems able 
to make clocks from any material, 
however seemingly unsuitable, One 
clock he fashioned entirely from old 
newspapers converted into pulp; an- 
other. from large ond small sticks 
held together by wires; a third from 
discarded tobacco-tins, and so on. 
Some of his clocks, howover, are tri- 
umphs of — artistic workmanship— 
especially one which is made entirely 
of gold with dinmond-tipped hands

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PLANTING AN ORCHARD. 


The first thing is selecting a good 
location I would recommend sigh 
grounds and well drained says Mr, 
A. J. Hess. I think old ground free 
from forest roots is preferable for 
Planting apple trees. The decaying 
roots have a tendency to induce dis- 
eases of the roots of the trees and 
in a short time the tree dies. The 
land should be in a high state of 
cultivation capable of producing any 
good crop. The ground should be 
broken as deep as possible; subsoil- 
ing would be better, enabling the 
roots to penetrate deep in the 
ground, giving the tree a firmer hold 
and doubtless longer life. 

Tho first thing is selecting the 
trees. Doubtless we have all at 
Some time in life had the experience 
that inferior articles are dear at any 
price, I know of nothing to which 
that is more applicable than the ap- 
plo tree. 

I prefer yearling trees, both apple 
and peach. The apple is then a 


| straight switch free from limbs and 


can be easily taken up without muti- 
lating the roots. See that your 
trees are henlthy, 
and straight bodied. A crooked tree 
is an eyesbre to start with and 
times if planted the bark is 
to blister at the crook, should 
crook be to the southwest from the 
summer's sun. The wound gradually 
spreads until the tree dies. As to 
the time of planting, circumstances 
should largely control us. We usually 
have more time in the fall for plant- 
ing and the ground is in better con- 
dition. 

SPRING AND FALL PLANTING. 

Spring planting is all right under 
favorable circumstances, but we often 
have the extremes cither too wet or 
dry. Should the season be wet, 
Planting must be delayed until the 
trees have started foliage and fibrous 
roots, thus giving them a’ setback if 
not killing them. On the other 
hand, should the season be dry, the 
ground is porous, dries out rapidly 
and the tree dies from lack of mois- 
ture. 

All things considered I would re- 
commend fall planting. It is true 
they must be protected from the rab- 
bits. The easiest and cheapest pro- 
tection I know of is a thin, box lath 
coiled around the tree. Trees should 
be planted about 2 inches deeper 
than they grew in thenursery. All 
mutilated roots should be cut off 
smooth so as to heal as quickly as 
possible. The hole should be dug 
large enough in setting the tree 
as to place the roots in their natur- 
al position, allowing them to extend 
fn all directions so as to brace the 
tree. 

As to the distance trees should be 
planted, that will depend upon the 
Varieties of apples. Ben Davis, Wine- 
sap, Rome Beauty; late varieties of 
apples should not be planted less than 
80 feet apart. Earlier varieties may 
be pldnted closer. Always set the 
tree leaning a little to the southwest 
as the prevailing winds come from 
that direction in the summer and 
will have a tendency to lean the tree 
if planted straight. When the © or- 
chard is planted with yearling apple 
trees, as I have previously mention- 
ed, I would decide on the hieght of 
heading the treés. 

Uniformity should be one gf our 
aims when it can be easily done in 
sKaping the tree. Take a measure 
and cut trees back to same hight, 
care being taken to cut near a_ bud 
so Wound will heal readily. Should 
it be cut some distance from the 
bud, the part above the bud perishes 
and is liable to injure the tree. When 
the buds have started, go over your 
trees carefully and rub off suxplus

Starvation in the Midst of Lon- 
don’s Plenty. } 


The greatness and galety of Lon- 
don is sadly contrasted by the squa- 
lid misery and starvation of thou- 
sands of its inhabitants. 

A Home Office return of the num- 
ber of cases in the county of Lon- 
don last year in which a coroner's 
jury returned the verdict of ‘‘death 
from starvation’ or “death accecler- 
ated by privation,’’ gives particulars 
of thirty-nine such cases—a very 
small total compared with the thou- 
sands of struggling creatures who 
on silently from day to day 


following are a few of the cases pub- 
lished: 

A homeless tramp was found ill on 
a seat opposite Temple Gardens, and 
taken by the police to Bearyard In- 
firmary. In spite of every care, and 
attention he died, five days later, 
lfrom apilepsy accelerated by expo- 
lsure. No application had been made 
by this mam at any time for paro- 
jchial relief or admittance to a work- 
house. 

A bank clerk, of Paddington, fifty- 
five years of age, was found ill in 
the street and taken to Paddington 
\Infirmary, where the died thirty hours 
later. Tarly in thie day application 
had been made on his behalf to’ the 
relieving officer, who issued an urgent 
order on the medjcal officer, to visit 
him. The man declined the officer's 
offer of medical aid, or admission to 
the @frmary, and the landlord sub- 
sequently turned him into the street. 
His death was due matuly to  self- 
neglect and want of food. 

James Ouston, a Marylebone labor- 
er, was found Jying in St. John's- 
wood-road on a cold and \ windy 
night, and was taken to the infirm= 
ary in a police ambulance. He had 
not tasted food for two days. We 
never rallied, and died the next day 
from syncope accelerated by exposure. 

Ysanc John Newton, a homeless la- © 
borer, sixty-two years old, was found 
ldying in Squirries-street, Bethnal | 
‘green, and was taken to tho infirm-" 
lary, where he died from syncope and 
chronic alcoholism. A married 
daughter stated at the inquest that 
she had advised him to go into tho 
workhouse, but he roplicd that he 
lwould rather die in the gutter. __ 
‘Thomas Nelson, a homeless fitre 
‘wood seller, was féund dying in Old- 
reck, He was 
taken to tho infirmary, where he diod 
of gangrene and destitution. 

Jossic Newson, described as a wid- 
ow, 32 years old, a homeless flower- 
seller, was found lying on the foot= 
way of Butler-street, Spitalfields, in 
a wretched condition, Doctors said 
that she had not come under treat- 
ment early enough to effect o cure. 
She was entirely friendless and along; 
no ono knew anything of her. Sho 
died in the infirmary two days aftor 


admission, 
One of the most distressing cases 


recorded is the following: “Man un- 
found in a lumber wareliouse 
at Spitalfelds, Body much eaten b¥ 
rats; about forty years of age. Died 
of pnevmonia and heart-failure, due 
to exposure and starvation,”

MILES OF USELESS LAND. 


Labrador is, perhaps, a little use 
to us, but it is a terrible place. Half 
a million square miles of the most 
uninviting land on the globe is Lab- 
rador, with a climate as bad as it 
possibly can be. The population, a 
few thousands, is made up mostly of 
Indians and Eskimos. ‘The islands 
near by, on the north and _ north- 
west, are absolutely worthless in 
every respect. ‘They are formed of 
massive lumps of stone covered with 
solidified snow. 

The number of islands, worthless 
and otherwise, scattered about the 
face of the globe, and belonging to 
Great Britain is not known, not even 
by the Foreign Office. In the Pacific 

ne, counting uninhabited atolls 
and isolated coral reefs, there are 
thousand or so, and hidden behind 
the ice barriers that shut in the 
great white expanse north of Hud- 
son's Bay are quite as many more. 

Between Porto Rico and the Lesser 
Antilles are the Virgin Islands, the 
capital of which is Roadtown, q dir- 
ty, vil-smelling village, containing 
forty or fifty English traders, mis- 
sionaries, and a few hundred negrocs. 

QUITE WORTHLESS. 

The income derived from the islands 
is something like $10,000, not half 
enough to keep them in decent re- 
Pair. It is hardly to be wondered, 
therefore, that they are indebted to 
us to the extent of many thousands 
of dollars,

Only 16 
per cent. of the surface remains to 
be accounted for. A portion of this, 
the report says, is not susceptible of 
cultivation; some of it is in small 
holdings not included in the annual 
returns and still more of it is used 
for residential, commercial, industrial 
and recreative purposes, 

It will be observed, therefore, that 
all but a comparatively small portion 
of the surface of the island is utiliz- 
ed. Much more of it would be used 
were it not for the present land laws. 
There is a tendency to reduce the 
number of large farms. The average 
English holding varies — in different 
counties, from 128 acres in Northum- 
berland to 45 acres in Cornwall. The 
reduction in the area of land under 
the plow in Great Britain, which has 


only three slight checks, still contin- 
ues. Last year a further withdrawal 
acres from cultivation 
was recorded. In this district there 
are many thousands of acres of 
splendid land which the people would 
be glad to cultivate, and for which 
they would pay, if allowed, reason- 
ablo rentals, but their offers are re- 
fused, and the wide tracts of land 
are kept by the lords for hunting 
grounds. 

Although many farmers no longer 
find it profitable to devote a large: 
Part of their holdings to wheat or 
barley, they grow oats, the land de- 
voted to which last year increased by 
83,000 acres. Oats now cover more 
than one-fifth of the total arca of 
Great Britain, the area under oats 
being only 300,000 acres less than 
br under wheat and barley com- 

ined, Grass land now includes 
nearly 17,000,000 acres, exclusive of 
18,000,000 acres returned as moun- 
tain and heather land used for graz- 
ing. In England and Wales the in- 
creaso Was general, and in some 
counties, notably Devon, Gloucester, 
an‘ Wiltshire, it was considerable. 

Tho increase in pasture land has 
been followed by the augmentation of 
the number of cattle by 149,000 head 
during the year. In every county in 
England except Derby an inere 
was recorded. Devon and Somerset 
show an appreciable augmentation. 
The number of sheep declined in Eng- 
lond, but increased in Wales. In De-

The process reveals whatever a

Geo. Kennan, writing in the New 
York Outlook, says every great move 
made by Japan during the present 
War was pre-arranged.

CENSORSHIP OF THE PRESS 
IS VERY STRICT. 
Newspapers Employ a Prison Edi- 
tor, Whose Duty It Is to 
Go to Jail. 


The Government of Japan holds a 
very tight rein on the press. The 
Japanese press laws were modified in 
1897 and in 1900, but they are still 
rigorous. The heads of the Army, 
Navy and State Departments are em- 
powered to prohibit the publication 
or sale.of any paper which publishes 
news considered detrimental to the 
interests of the State. Any item 
considered to bo contrary to the dig- 
nity of the throne or court, an at- 
tack on existing institutions, any- 
thing thought contrary to the public 
peace, bring the police to the news- 
paper office; often the plant is scized, 
and the editor—‘‘the prison editor,’’ 
who is paid to go to jail—is impris- 
oned. ‘The journals have all to de- 
posit moneys—the amount varies 
with the scope and influence of the 
paper—as sureties for their good be- 
haviour. The laws which govern 
them are remarkably severe. 


FINES AND IMPRISONMENT. 


Among other things they provide 
for a series of fines and imprison- 
ment—the fines ranging from $2.50 to 
$250, the imprisonment from one 
month to two years—for the publica- 
tion of ideas not approved by any of 
the many censors. As a result im- 
prisonment for press offences is com- 
mon, and “‘the prison editor’ has 
been installed in consequence in most 
newspaper offices. The real editor is 
on the books as a contributor. As a 
rule he knows how to convey a mean- 
ing without saying that which he im- 
plies. We knows just thow far to 
go, and Keeps within the law as well 
as he can, and at the same time 
fulfils his functions as an editor. 

SAME FOR FOREIGNERS, 

The foreign editor at the former 
treaty ports, though he docs not 
maintain a “prison editor,’ is bound 
by the same regulations which govern 
the native writer. Before the abro- 
gation of the treaty privileges he 
was free to publish what he willed, 
but since 1899 he has been subject to 
the same stringent laws which, to 
some extent, muzzle the press of 
Japan. Since the commencement of 
the war one foreign journal, the 
Kobe Herald, has been fined for an 
illegal infringement of the censorship, 
and others have been warned. Many 
of the native papers have been fined. 
Some have been suppressed. 
BLACKMAILING PUBLICATIONS. 


Tt would be better for the journal- 
ism of Japan if some of the papers 
now running were also suppressed. 
There are many very good journals 
published in the cities of Japan, par- 
ticularly in Tokio, Isaka, and Kobe, 
but there is also a few most scurri- 
lous papers, whose main purpose is 
blackmail. These papers fill in their 
columns with exaggerations and vio- 
lent personalities, and their editors 
are men who are ostracised from so- 
ciety in consequence. As a result 
the profession of journalism is not 
held in as good repute in Japan as 
it should be, and the talented edi- 
tors of the sounder journals, whose 
powerful writing and good judgment 


is so beneficial to the country at 
large, are burdened with the odium 
which attaches to the gutter press, 


and their profession is less honored 
in consequence.

The Limit of Punishment. 


In the Legal Columns of the Mail 
and Empire of Saturday last, was the 
following ‘ question” and ‘tanswer,” 
which may be of interest to the 
teachers of North Hastings :— 


H. W. W., Deseronto.—Qu,— To 
what extent can a public school 
teucher punish « child? Is he suppos- 
ed to use a strap, or what other 
instrument in administering chas- 
tisement? 

Ans.—During school hours, and 
| While the children ave under his or 
her carve, a teacher has the same 
authority over them that the parent 
has when the children are at home. 
A teacher has a right to correct chil- 
dren, and administer reasonable re- 
proof and chastisement for the pur- 
pose of punishing wrongdoing, and to 
deter them from future misconduct. 
But no punishment should be admin- 
istered in anger or in a vindictive 
spirit. A teacher should have the 
same kind regard for the children 
that a wise and prudent parent has 
for his or her children. Corporal 
punishment should not be resorted to 
except in case of absolute necessity, 
It should never be so’severe as to in- 
flict physical injury. The object aim- 
ed at should be correction and reform- 
ation. A teacher should be careful 
not to degrad& children or depri 
them of their  selt-respect, 
| teachers can manage children with the 
greatest euse and without resort to 
corporal punishment. Others have 
not the faculty of managing children 
at all.

the Sanctified Capital; Fontan-fu, as 
the centre of provincial administra- 
tion; and Chen-disjan, as the 
HEAD OF THE DISTRICT, 
Five kilometres northwest of the 
town are the imperial tombs, Chaolin 
and twelve kilometres northeast is 
the imperial cemetery which contains 


“most of the remains of the ancestors 


of the 
China. 

Mukden is situated in the valley 
of the Hun River, four kilometres 
from that stream, on a perfectly lev- 
el and open place. The city, with 
its suburbs, is surrounded by a clay 
wall fifteen kilometres long. -'The 
wall is not solidly built and has fal- 
Jen in in many places. 

In the centre or inclosed Space is 
the so-called Imperial or Sacred 
City. It is square in shape and is 
separted from the rest of Mukden by 
a high and solidly built stone wall 
provided with bulwarks and towers. 

One mile south of Mukden is Nan 
Ta, or South Dagoba, one of the 
four Tibetan shrines which guard the 
Sacred City. Eastward, about one 
mile from this Dagoba, is the Tem- 
ple of Heaven, a walled circular en- 
closure with a plain altar in the 
centre where Sacrifices are offered as 
at Pekin, but by the Emperor's 
Proxy. The sacred herd of — black 
cattle and flock of white sheep feed 
on the adjacent grassy Plain. 

Westward of the Nan Ta is an in- 
closure in which a fine herd of the 
6acred spotted deer are maintained 
for tho Emperor, while a herd of 
Mongolian milch cows are always in 
readiness for his Majesty whenever 
he may visit the sacred palace, In 
earlior times all the rulers of the 
Present dynasty considered it » duty 
to visit Mukden at least once in 
their lives in order to pray at the 
tombs of their forefathers. On this 
account the sacred palace was puilt. | 

The Emperor, howover, has not vis- 
ited Mukden in more than 100 years 
and for this reason the castle is now 
completely in ruins. The palace was

There is apparently no entrance to 
the interior of this sacred mound. 
Above it can be seen the topmost 
branches of an ancient elm, still put- 
ting out leaves in the spring. ‘This 
tree is said to be the dwelling pljace 
of one of the spirits of Tai Tsung. 
His ancestors buried their chiefs in 
hollow trees. To the rear of ‘Tai 
Tsung’s grave is a small artificial,! 
horseshoe—shaped mountain to guard 
it from the evil north. 

The other imperial cometery at 
Mukden consists of about five thou- 
sand acres of parklike forest, with 
steep clifls to the south under Which 
winds the Hain River. Near the cen- 
tre is the Fu Ling, or Tomb of the 
Blessed, a somewhat larger mound 
than that of Tai Tsumg. Under it 
repose the bones of No-ar-chu, father 
of Tai Tsung. 

All the spirits are supposed to hold 
frequent intercourse with one an- 
other and with the sacred deities of 
the Dragon Pool and on the White 
Mountain. The Chinese have it that 
they travel underground along the, 
ever-throbbing’ pulses of the Great 
Dragon. Hence their horror when! 
it was proposed that the Russian 
railway should cross over the ridge 
hetween the tombs of Tai Tsung and 
No-ar-chu. 

Although Mukden has always suf- 
fered from a dearth of fuel, nothing! 
would induce the Emperor to allow 
his subjects to mine for coal any-! 
where within the prefecture, for fear, 
of disturbing the dragon and the 
sacred spirits. The dragon is op-| 
posed to fire, thus he especially de- 
tests steam engines 

WAR AND GUNPOWDER, 
Not only are there the Imperial 
tombs described above, but a vast 
‘number of those belonging to  kins- 
men of the royal family, clansmen 
and high mandarians are to be secn 
along thie dragon hill for many miles. 
The Chinese Government is now 
greatly disturbed by the fear that 
the imperial tombs at Mukden may 
be either damaged or destroyed if a

Dr Finsen next made experiments 
which convinced him that the bacteri- 
cidal action of light was limited to 
the blue, violet, and ultra-violet 
rays. The next step was to pro- 
duce a powerful electric light in 
which the actinic rays were concen- 
trated. 

The doctor commenced his photo- 
therapeutic treatment in 1895 on a 
case of lupus. With very poor tools 
—a hand-lens concentrating the rays 
from an arc-lamp, the red and ultra- 
red rays being filtered out through 
blue water—the young professor cur- 
ed his first patient in six months, 
and saw healthy tissue grow again 
on the face patches where the bacter- 
ia had colonized and eaten up the 
skin 

The Finsen-light cure is now a 
common-place of all continents, 
though to the imagination it is still 
a wondrous thing. It brought al- 
most instant fame to the young 
Copenhagen doctor. It brought him 
the Nobel Prize for Medicine, $13,765 
of which he devoted to the institute 


he had founded. It brought him 
other honors which ‘he was too ill 
to enjoy. 

QUEEN INTRODUCED IT. 


The Queen herself introduced the 
first Finsen lamp in an action which 
has brought fervent blessings upon 
her head from patients and from the 
parents of children threatened with 
tho lifelong torture and disfigurement 
of the ‘‘wolf.’’ Her Majesty had 
visited the institution of her young 
countryman at Copenhagen and secn 
the progress of its wonderful cures. 
When the Queen, then Princess of 
Wales, paid a private visit to tho 
London Hospital in 1899, she spoke 
of the Finsen cure. 

“The physicians were naturally 
somewhat sceptical,’’ writes one of 
tho visit, ‘‘but the Queen insisted 
that she had personally and thor- 
oughly investigated the cure at the 
inventor's clinic, and was convinced 
of its complete efficacy. She added 
that she would at once order a Fin- 
sen lamp for the use of the hospital. 
This generous offer was, of course, 
accepted, and the treatment was 
started on May 29, 1900,’" 

One lamp costs $50,000 but the 
generosity of private donors has sup- 
plemented that of the Queen, and 
the London Hospital is now equipped 
with a number of lamps.
